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Lobbyist’s 
messages 
probed, 
rep says 


Investigation stems from 
House’s ouster of Shooter

The county’s top prosecutor is in- 
vestigating whether a lobbyist sent 
“unsolicited, sexually explicit commu- 
nications” to undisclosed figures at the 
state Capitol, a Republican lawmaker 
told The Arizona Repub- 
lic on Thursday. 

Rep. Anthony Kern, a 
Glendale Republican, 
said Maricopa County 
Attorney Bill Montgo- 
mery told him and two 
other Republican law- 
makers on Friday that 
he is moving forward 
with an investigation stemming from 
the Arizona House of Representatives’ 
sexual-harassment probe. 

That investigation, which led to the 
February ousting of then-Rep. Don 
Shooter, concluded, among other 
things, that a lobbyist, Brian Town- 
send, sent sexually explicit communi- 
cations that might have broken the law. 

Kern, who had asked law-enforce- 
ment officials to evaluate whether the

‘Little Miss 
Nobody’ gets 
a fresh look, 
58 years on

She was known simply as “Little 
Miss Nobody.” 

Her skeletal remains were found ina 
Yavapai County wash just off Alamo 
Road, about 14 miles from U.S. 93 near 
Congress. 

She was as old as 7, or maybe 5. She 
weighed all of 55 pounds, was about 3% 
feet tall and, according to one newspa- 
per account at the time, had brown hair 
that was “tinted or dyed auburn.” 

Her fingernails and toenails were 
painted bright red, and her perfect set of 
baby teeth remained intact. 

None of her bones were broken. 

The remains of Little Miss Nobody 
were found on July 31, 1960. The discov- 
ery shook close-knit communities 
throughout the county and drew wide- 
spread attention statewide and even

What would it cost to meet teachers’ demands? 


20% raises could mean $680M price tag for state

Organizers with Arizona Educators 
United, the grass-roots group that 
started the state’s #RedForEd move- 
ment, announced a list of demands of 
Gov. Doug Ducey and the Legislature 
before thousands of educators and 
supporters at a rally Wednesday at the 


Capitol. The top demand: 20 percent 
raises for teachers. But there are also 
demands for more money for students. 

What would it take for Arizona to 
meet teachers’ demands? Here’s how it 
would break down: 


Teacher raises 


What educators are demanding: 20 


percent raises for Arizona teachers. 

What it would take: The total price 
tag for such a raise is unclear. 

State officials have estimated a1 per- 
cent pay hike for teachers costs about 
$34 million. 

That means a 20 percent raise, by 
similar calculations, could cost the state 
about $680 million. 

The median pay for Arizona elemen-
